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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 16 lines 9-11, filed January 4, 2005, with respect to the 
drawings have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of the drawings has been 
withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see page 16 lines 20-21, filed January 4, 2005, with respect to 
Claims 1-3, 7, 12, 13, and 20-30 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
Claims 1-3, 7, 12, 13, and 20-30 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-7 and 10-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-7 & 10-30 are considered allowable because the present invention comprise a 
method and corresponding structure for dividing a base clock signal in response to a composite 
divisor to produce a quotient and remainder to produce a baud clock signal. The composite 
divisor having a first component corresponding to a minimum time interval between leading 
edges of all adjacent pulses of the desired clock and a second component corresponding to an 
extended time interval between the leading edges of at least one pair of adjacent pulses. The 
closes art, Loyer. (cited in Office Action mailed June 24, 2004) shows a similar circuit including 
clock divisor. However, Loyer fails to teach The composite divisor having a first component 
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corresponding to a minimum time interval between leading edges of all adjacent pulses of the 
'desired clock and a second component corresponding to an extended time interval between the 
leading edges of at least one pair of adjacent pulses. This distinct feature has been included in 
independent claims 1, 4, 6, 10, 12, 14, 16, 17, 21, 24, 28, and 30 rendering them allowable. 
Claims 2-3, 5, 7-9, 1 1, 13, 15, 18-20, 22-23, 25-27, and 29 are dependent on allowed claims and 
are thereby allowed.
